GW'S SOLAR CAR FINISHES FIRST IN ITS CLASS AND THIRD OVERALL AT 
WORLD SOLAR-CAR RALLY IN AKITA, JAPAN 

University's Solar Car Overcomes Qualifying Controversy 

in Three-day Competition 

Washington — George Washington University's solar car, dubbed 
"GW," overcame a mix-up in qualifying that placed it in the last 
starting position (90th) and finished first in its class and third 
overall at the three-day World Solar-Car Rally in Akita, Japan. 

The 90 entries from around the world were split equally among 
three classes. Open (high grade solar cells and batteries), Stock 
(lower grade cells and lead acid batteries) and Junior 
(universities with stock class specifications). GW won the Junior 
class and finished ahead of all cars in the stock class. The 
overall winner of the race was Honda Corporation, followed by 
Bepal, Inc., both cars competing in the Open class. 

The event was held at the Ogata-mura Solar Sports Line, an 
18.6-mile track that is the first course officially approved by the 
International Solar-Car Federation. The winner was determined by 
the car that completed the most laps during the three-day 
competition. GW completed 38 laps, the same as second-place Bepal, 
but came in a few minutes behind on the final lap. 

GW arrived late for qualifying after confusion with a Japanese 
interpreter and was penalized with the last position among the 90 
solar cars in the race. 

GW's success at the World Solar-Car Rally topped a fourth- 
place finish at Sunrayce '95, a 1,180-mile race from Indianapolis 
to Golden, Colorado that was completed in June. 

The team of more than 30 students from GW's School of 
Engineering and Applied Science rarely got to see the sun that 
powers their vehicle while building "GW" in an underground parking 
garage on campus. The solar-powered vehicle cost about $300,000 to 
build. More than 50 sponsors, including GW and Ford Motor Co., have 
supplied money, materials and services for the project.

GW TO HOST WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY "FIRING LINE" DEBATE 

ON THE ANTITERRORISM BILL AUGUST 10 

senator Arlen Specter to appear; Michael Kinsley to moderate 

Washington, D.C. — The William F. Buckley Jr. "Firing Line" 
television series returns to The George Washington University 
campus on Thursday, August 10, 1995, when leading supporters and 
critics of the antiterrorism bill now being considered in the 
senate face-off in a two-hour debate. The program, "RESOLVED: The 
Antiterrorism Bill Is Good For Americans," is scheduled for 
broadcast on public television stations nationwide on August 25. 

Mr. Buckley will captain the team supporting the resolution, 
which will also include Senator Arlen Specter (R-Pa.); Attorney 
Victoria Toensing, an internationally known expert on the law as 
applied to terrorism; and Steve Emmerson, an author and journalist 
who specializes in Middle East terrorism and counterterrorism 
strategies and policies. The opposition will be led by Ira Glasser, 
executive director' of the American Civil Liberties Union, and 
includes Jim Zgoby, president of the Arab American Institute; 
Anthony Lewis, columnist for The New York Times ; and David Cole, a 
constitutional law professor and expert on antiterrorism 
legislation. Michael Kinsley, of The New Republic magazine and 
CNN's "Crossfire," will moderate the debate.

GW SELECTS NEW NAME/LEADERSHIP FOR 
COLUMBIAN SCHOOL OF ARTS AND SCIENCES 

Edward Caress appointed interim dean; Phyllis Palmer 
is interim associate dean 


The George Washington University Board of Trustees has 
approved a change of name for the Columbian College and Graduate 
School of Arts and Sciences which, effective July 1, 1995, is now 
the "Columbian School of Arts and Sciences." The previous name 
was designated in 1993 to indicate that the undergraduate and 
graduate arts and sciences programs had been combined to function 
as equal divisions under one administrative operation. 

Within the University, the title now conforms to other 
academic units that use the generic term "school" to designate 
the range of programs at all degree levels. The decision to 
maintain "Columbian" in the school's title is based upon its 
historical significance. The institution was founded as Columbian 
College in 1821; became Columbian University in 1873; and was 
renamed The George Washington University in 1904. 

In addition to the name change, Columbian School is under 
new leadership. With the new academic year, the school welcomes 
Edward Caress, professor of chemistry, to the position of interim 
dean. Caress succeeds Dean Linda Salamon, who has been selected 
as the University's interim vice president for academic affairs. 
Phyllis Palmer, associate professor of American studies and 
women's studies, is now interim associate dean. 

"Columbian School has made great strides in the past few 
years, said Caress. "The task in the coming years is to maintain 
the momentum we have aguired, and to continue to choose targets 
for improvement or expansion that are consonant with our 
strengths and resources." 

Caress has a long history at GW, where he has taught 
chemistry since 1965. He has also served as the associate and 
assistant dean of the GW Graduate School of Arts and Sciences 
from 1971 to 1994. In 1994, he was appointed executive assistant 
dean of the now Columbian School of Arts and Sciences. A 1958 
graduate of Dartmouth College, Caress also received a Ph.D. from 
the University of Rochester in 1963. He is a member of the 
American Chemical Society, the Chemical Society of Washington and 
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is the university faculty representative to the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association. 

Phyllis Palmer has been a professor of American studies and 
women's studies and has directed the Women's Studies Program and 
Policy Center at GW since 1977. She previously taught history at 
Mount Holyoke College. Palmer received her BA in government from 
Oberlin College in 1966 and has a Ph.D. in American history from 
The Ohio State University. An accomplished writer, she has 
authored numerous books, journal articles and scholarly papers.

INSTITUTE FOR THE ENVIRONMENT 

Practitioner of occupational and environmental medicine chosen to 

lead Green University efforts 


WASHINGTON — George Washington University President Stephen 
Joel Trachtenberg has announced the appointment of Dr. Rosemary 
K. Sokas (M.D., F.A.C.P.) as director of the Institute 

for the Environment, effective September 1, 1995. 

"As we move toward the goal of becoming the nation's first 
'green university,' our primary task is to firmly establish an 
environmental ethic that permeates the varied activities of our 
academic community," said Trachtenberg. "Rosemary Sokas' 
experience in occupational and environmental medicine exemplifies 
the kind of commitment required to guide the University's 
'greening' process. We look to her to provide the collaborative 
leadership that will help us achieve a sustainable future for The 
George Washington University, our nation and the world." 

GW's Institute for the Environment serves to facilitate and 
coordinate interdisciplinary academic and research activities 
related to the environment.

WASHINGTON — A boat trip to Mt. Vernon August 27 and 
opening convocation August 28 begin a year of actrvirties in 
celebration of The George Washington University's 175th 
anniversary. The year-long schedule of commemorative activities 
includes a variety of public events, symposia, conferences, 
exhibitions and performances geared toward students, faculty, 
alumni, staff, community members and the general public. 

On Sunday, August 27, a 450-member anniversary delegation 
will cruise down the Potomac River to Mt. Vernon for a. ceremonial 
wreath laying at Washington's tomb, an exchange of flags between 
GW and Mt. Vernon and a private tour of the 3rd floor (normally 
closed to the putlie). John Washington, a descendant of the 
University's namesake, will participate in both the Mt. Vernon 
event and opening convocation. The boat trip was inspired by a 
unique competition involving GW MBA marketing students. 

On Monday, August 28 at 4:30 p.m,, the I75t.h anniversary 
celebration officially kicks off with an opening convocation in 
the University Yard (H Street, NW between 20th and 2lst Streets). 
Free 175th tee shirts will be distributed to the first 1,000 
participants. Commemorative posters, flags and medals will also 
be available.

More than twenty hand-colored drypoint compositions, reliefs and 
constructions by critically-acclaimed Russian-born artist Oleg 
Kudryashov will be featured at The George Washington University 
Dimock Gallery, as well as a selection of etchings by Marc Chagall 
from The George Washington University Permanent Collection. On loan 
from various local private collectors, as well as the Robert Brown 
Gallery, Washington, D.C., the Kudryashov prints span the years 1981- 
1991. 


This retrospective display of Kudryashov's oeuvre includes both 
intimate hand-colored drypoints as well as monumental compositions 
composed of several sections. Several large (hitherto unseen by the 
public) new works are included, such as Procession (drypoint, 96" X 
180"), lent by Kudryashov. The artist is also represented by six of 
his unique three-dimensional print constructions. 
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The Chagall prints, a selection of illustrations for Nikolai 
Gogol's Dead Souls , will be discussed in light of Russian avant-garde 
tendencies, and in comparison to Kudryashov's figurative work, in 
order to explore some common roots. This group of Chagall etchings 
have been selected from the impressive Howard P. Hoffman Collection, 
given to the University in 1985. 

Kudryashov's management of frenetic movement within the stable 
geometry of architecturally derived forms communicates a thoroughly 
original vision, in both his abstract and figurative art. As a 
technician, the artist cuts across disciplines of printmaking, 
sculpture and painting in works on paper of unusual energy. Among 
numerous public collections, Kudryashov is represented in Moscow's 
Pushkin Museum and Tretyakov Gallery, the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
London, and the National Gallery of Art, Washington, D.C.
